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"Faculty Enrollment Hits All Time Low

With the same inevitability of 
a wounded dove’s fatal crash to 
earth, 20,000 potential students, 
their hopes and aspirations, may 
end mwuch like the dove — with a 
dull thud. 

California State Colleges have 
less than 20 per cent of their re- 
quired faculty increase (1,300) 
committed for 1965-66. And with 
faculty recruitment hitting an all 
time low, due to many factors, 
the chances of meeting the crisis 
appear slim. 

Recently the Board of Trustees 
adopted a resolution clearly stating 
that the colleges will have no choice 
but to refuse admission to thousands 
of qualified students, unless 
the Governor and Legislature 
take early action to increase faculty 
salaries and budgetary support 
for recruitment of additional fac- 
ulty. The Trustees also authorized 
Chancellor Glenn S$. Dumke

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SSC Must Refuse Students 
Because Of Limitations 


As the roars of pandemonium 
still rise throughout the State 
College System over enrollment 
limitations and lack of qualified 
instructors, campus officials say 
SSC_ will accept all freshmen 
on the basis that when classes 
close they close. 

The turmoil, now reaching its 
crest, is due to 1042 unfilled teach- 
ing positions, which has threatened 
20,000 potential students (Valley 
State's estimate) 

Dr. Stephen L. Walker, vice 
president of academic affairs, 
said yesterday, “If we don't get 
a break in salary we (SSC) will 
have approximately 20 positions 
unfillednext fall.” 

To date, 44 positions of 88 needed 
have been filled. In the past, by the 
first of April all postions were 
filled. But recently, the postions 
aren't being filled due mainly to the

In Attempt to Upset Cindermen

Cinder dust flies tomorrow as the 
high-flying Nevda Wolfpack maich- 
es spikes with the powerful Hornets 
on the SSC field beginning at 1:00. 

Nevada is fed by 7-0 high jumper 
Otis Burrell who doubles also in the 
high hurdles. He's almost as good 
there as in the high jump pit, with a 
best of :14.3 and a seasonal best of 
:14.4. Alex Darnes is the league's 
top discus flinger with a season best 
of 164-0. As always, Nevada is a 
threat in the sprints and should be 
favored in the Lawson-less 220. 
They have a best of :21.6 opposed to 
SSCs McInerney’s :21.8. McInerney 
is currently battling a leg injury 
Other Nevada strengths are the pole 
vault with a fellow who has been 
flying consistently at 14-0, and has a 


























best of 14-6; the mile where they 
have three runners below 4:30 con- 
stantly and one, Ron Lee, who has 
done 4:14 but isn't in shape for 
another one, yet! 

Versatile Henry 

On the Hornet side of the tab- 
sheet, Henry Lawson sticks out in 
big capitol letters. Henry will un- 
doubtedly be all over the field com- 
peting in the 100 (:09.7), broad jump 
(25-1), triple jump (49-11), 440 
relay, and very possibly the high 
jump (6-2) and mile relay in which 
the last time he competed, he helped 
establish a new school standard of 
3:19.1 by churning his starting lap 
slightly under 49 seconds. Both 
relay events should be squeakers as 
injuries have bitten a little deep 
into Hornet sprint strength. 

In almost as big as letters as 
Lawson is spelled, the names of Al 
Bianchani and Bert Nicholls adver- 
tise death to Nevada's hopes for an 
upset over the defending champs. 
Bianchani is the heavy favorite in 
the 440 with a lifetime best of :47.1 
and a season best of :48.6. Last 
week, Al ran the 220 for the first 
time this spring and won it in :22.0. 
Besides his individual roles, Al is 
the anchor man on both relay teams. 


Freshman Bert Nicholls has two of 
the outstanding frosh marks on the 
coast with a 1:53.1 effort in the half- 
mile and a 4:14.1 clocking in the 
mile. Unfortunately, Bert will not 
be able to compete in both events 
because they are so close to one 
another. Coach Harvey Roloff will 
use Bert in the event he feels is 
Nevada's strongest. 


Hornet Garlan Pruitt turned in an 
exceptional time in the mile last 
week, as he trailed Nicholls over the 
finish line in 4:17.4. SSC will be 
slight favorites in the two mile by 
virty of Ron Nelson's record-break- 
ing 9:29.0 last Saturday against SF 
State. The javelin and shot put will 
be other Hornet favorites as Tom 
Winder is quickly approaching the 
200-foot barrier in the javelin event, 
while Miles, Biagi, and Co. toss the 
shot put 50-odd feet consistently, 
some five feet better than Nevada's 
usual performance. The only event 
which offers no prior favorite will 
be the 330-intermediate hurdies 
pitting Hornet undeveloped potenti- 
ality against Nevada's consistent 
efforts of :39.0. On this basis, we 
pick SSC by 30 over the pack.

Victory 


Never before has the choice of blessings or curses 
been so plainly, vividly and brutally offered to the 
United States. 

In Vitenam the choice is open. In that embattled 
land the dreadful balance trembies. The Hornet feels 
that as the apex of the decision nears we must com- 

ment on the situation. 





My suggestion 1s that an avalanche of steel and fire 
must be directed at the Communist in Southeast Asia 
until victory is assured. 

Once the victory is ours, and the corroding fingers 
of the Red imperialist have been blasted from the 
jungles of that area, we can rebuild the temples of 
man’s freedom and man’s honor. We can rebuild them 
in such a way as that they will not be easily or quickly 
over thrown. 


The people of Vietnam, especially outside the 
cities, know of freedom. It is one of their didest and 
noblest traditions, dating back before the people of 
that area drove back Genghis Khan’s invading hordes. 
Just recently the very same men who help expell the 
French are serving in the National army against the 
Communist. 

The individuals have a great degree of personal 


freedom. The majority, which are farmers, grow what | 


they want and sell to whom they please (except when 
the Communist guerillas levy “taxes” from them) and 
look only to the central government for protection. 

What would you think if you were a farmer, of 
bandits who stole your livelihood and threatened 
you with rape and torture if you did not help them. 
And what would you think of the government of your 
country if you Jooked for it to help, and it was unable 
to supply that help because of vasciliating allies that 
might withdraw. If you helped your nation, and that 
nation lost, death would be your reward. No wonder 
they think twice about aiding the national government 
that has yet been committed to clear and complete 
victory. 

And the faint-hearts here at home would adroitly 
step aside and let a monumental blood bath and a 
millenium of eternal slavery ensue. Our supporters 
would be quickly slain and the onward march of the 
aggressor would continue. 

What kind of leadership example would we offer 
if we got out? For Freedom is at stake in this area, 
and beyond that other lands and other people. What 
would the appeasers say when Mao and his Red 
brothers reached Australia? 

So the solution is plain and startlingly simple. 
We must defend every inch of Southeast Asia with an 
iron, unyielding, unwearying tenacity, and only by 
this alone can we, the United States be saved — and 
yes, in the final analysis, the world be saved. 

This, fully realized by our foes abroad, is often 
times overlooked by our “friends” at home. Once the 
salvation and freedom of South Vietnam iz assured, 
then the liberation of Laos and North Vietnam must 
start. No more must the United States be borne before 
the wind of Communist imperialism; but Communist 
imperialism must be borne before the winds of 
freedom.
